I he new tax bill might be called “A n Act to discourage 
small business, to encourage monopoly, and to prevent tom- 
petit ion.” It is aimed not at tile large corporations which have 
accumulated an adequate surplus, but at the small one which j<own Tow n sh ip 
wishes to save that it may expand; not at the man who has 
reached the high places, but at the man who is Kittling his 
way up. 
I he business of this country is done by corporations. I lalf 
a million of them filed returns for 1933 and only IO*).OOO re­ 
ported net income. A nd of those more than 90,000 made less 
than $10,000 net income in the year. 
I his is a country of corporations, but it is not a country 
of big corporations; rather it is a country of small corporations, 
eager to grow, to give more work to more men and women, pay 
better dividends, and build new plants. A nd it is at the owners 
of these corporations, ambitious men, thrifty men, that this bill 
is aimed. 
I he truth is that this bill is not aimed at the existing sur­ 
pluses at all. It will not touch the fiity millions and the hundred 
millions. 
I hose companies will continue to hold their sur­ 
pluses. It is the small company that wants to build up that will 
be the victim. 
Not only is this tax bill aimed at small business, it is aimed 
at one of the fundamentals on which the United States has been 
built— the encouragement of competition for the prevention 
of monopoly. 
Old well-established organizations, well en­ 
trenched financially, will find themselves in a far better eco- 
! nomic position as compared with less well financially e n ­ 
trenched existing companies, or with those new companies 
which seek to start in business. We do not prevent monopoly 
so much by passing laws as we do by permitting, even encour­ 
aging, small business to grow bigger to try out new ideas. 
W e debate measures to prevent price-fixing, we plan to 
pass a bill which will make it increasingly possible to maintain 
arbitrary prices. 
I he enemy of unreasonable prices is com ­ 
petition, the very competition that this bill is planning to kill.

It is a thick, oily su b ­ 
stance and the degree of its concen- 
tration m ay be gleaned from the fact 
that It takes three loads of branches

"The current pr.ee for the product, 
wholesale,” Fox explained, “is about 
HL a pound. 
A pint of the stuff 
m akes a pound which m eans that our 
gross income Is about $112 a day. 
W e work 20 days a m onth and we 
estimate our m onthly gross income 
at about $2,240." 
During the World war the d o m i n i 
tor the od was heavy and prices as 
high as $10 and $f*0 a pound were 
received. 
“It's hard work," Fox remarked.
